Ike In January; 
N. Rockefeller 


Is Here Today

The Associated Press 
British Prime M inister Eden will 
confer with President Eisenhower in 
Washington at the end of January. 
The White House announced this 
today, saying Eden will spend "a few 
days" in W ashington—obviously to 
plan cold war strategy in the light 
of Russia's return to an openly 
belligerent attitude.

Jam es C. Hagerty made the follow­ 
ing announcem ent: 
Foreign Secretary Coming 
"The President of the United 
States has invited the British 
Prime Min ster to spend a few 
days as his guest in Washington 
at the end of January. This in­ 
vitation has been cordially ac­ 
cepted. The British foreign sec­ 
retary 
will 
accompany 
the 
Prime Minister and they will 
arrive in Washington January 
30." 
Britain’s 
foreign 
secretary 
is I 
Harold Macmillan who, with Secre­ 
tary of State John Foster Dulles | 
and the French foreign minister, 
recently concluded a fruitless ses­ 
sion with the Russians a t Geneva. 
The announcem ent of the new 
W ashington talks was made while 
Eisenhower 
was 
conferring 
here 
with his special assistant In charge 
of short-of-w ar 
planning, 
Nelson I 
Rockefeller. 
Hagerty said, however, there was 
no connection between the Eisen- 
hower-Rockefeller 
talk 
and 
the 
forthcoming visit ol Sir Anthony 
Eden. 
Hagerty likewise declined to give 
any details of the top-level U. S.- 
British talks, 
saying they would 
encompass affairs of m utual interest 
to the two countries. 
He said the invitation to Eden 
w-as extended about a week ago and 
was accepted over the weeknd. 
Askd if Eden suggested the get- 
together, Hagerty said no—it was 
an invitation on behalf of the Pres­ 
ident." 
The announcem ent was perhaps 
the strongest indication yet that 
Eisenhower, recuperating here from 
a September heart attack, is get- 
mg ready to resume a full role in 
national and international affairs. 
Nelson Rockefeller Here 
Eisenhower, 
getting 
back 
fast 
Into 
the 
routine 
of

office, 
turned up at his post office head­ 
quarters shortly before 9 a.m. Nel­ 
son Rockefeller, his special assist­ 
ant in charge of short-of-war plan­ 
ning. went in to see him a few 
m inutes later. 
This was the P resident's m ain 
business of the day, apart from 
a message he was phoning to the 
m erger convention of the A m eri­ 
can Federation of Labor and Con­ 
gress of Endustriai Organizations. 
The conference was Eisenhow­ 
er's first with Rockefeller sines, 
his Septem ber h eart attack.

staunchest advocates of the P resi­ 
d en t’s going to Geneva to m eet 
with Russia’s leaders and the top 
governm ent officials of G reat B rit­ 
ain and F rance—a t a tim e when 
S ecretary

m any other wdvisers were a bit 
skeptical. 
Since that July m eeting, Dulles 
has m et at Geneva with foreign 
m inisters of the other three coun­ 
tries and found a return of Soviet 
truculence on such problem s as 
the future of G erm any.

sm all way with everyday life dur­ 
ing the year. Ju st as the D utch­ 
m an displays his esteem for his 
Queen 
Juliana 
by 
wearing 
an 
orange flag in his buttonhole, in­ 
stead of m erely respecting her in 
thought, so other traditions are just 
as close to him in his daily m ean­ 
derings. 
It is not unusual to notice that in 
this nation of seafaring men the 
Dutch had also venerated Saint 
Nicholas not only as patron of 
C hristm as, but also as patron of 
their ship 
Dutch boa’s used to 
carry a statue of the saint as the 
Lgure-head on their prows. When 
the 
Calvinists 
undertook 
to 
re­ 
place St. Nicolas with the Nordic 
figure of 'he C hristm as Man, they 
d.d not, succeed 
beyond banish- 


ing the m em ory of his religious 
tie. To this day the hero of Dutch 
C hristm as lore stubbornly retains 
his old nam e of Sinter Class, as 
well 
as 
the 
traditional 
bishop’s 
robes. According to H ollanders, he 
still visits children on the eve 
his feast day, 
D ecem ber 5. He 
com es m ounted on an awe-inspir­ 
ing white charger steeped in m aj­ 
esty. His tour of visits is m uch 
the sam e as the A m erican Santa 
Claus, but there is m uch m ore re­ 
ligious significance involved. 
W herever the D utch settled in 
tile New World, either New Am­ 
sterdam or la’er in colonies along 
the Hudson River 
they continued 
the practice of the old world cele­ 
bration. The good old saintly bish­ 
op, St. Nicholas was still revered 
as the gift-bringer, who visited the 
hom es on the Dec. 5 to fill the 
children's wooden clogs with his 
presents.

Sinter Claas, the words them selves 
having gone through the process of 
Am ericanization. His nam e howev­ 
er is originally Dutch, although he 
has been transform ed from a pious 
cleric to a chubby character in 
short breeches. 
Closely connected to the Dutch 
celebration is the giving of gifts, 
only In a different way. St. Nicho­ 
las presents are hidden and dis­ 
guised as m uch as possible. They 
are accom panied by rhym es de­ 
scribing the nature of the gift and 
the person who is to receive it. 
Som etim es a parcel which is ad­ 
dressed to one m em ber of the fam ­ 
ily will end up in the hands of 
another m em ber of the* fam ily. 
The m ost tiny of packages is 
w rapped in a num ber of papers, 
and each w rapping is addressed to 
a 
different 
person. 
The 
parcel 
changes hands as m any tim es as 
there are papers to undo. Sm all 
things are sent in im m ense boxes, 
and som etim es gifts are baked in 
a loaf of bread or hidden in a turf. 
The longer it takes 
before the 
present is found the m ore success­ 
ful is the “ su rp rise." The custom 
of w rapping is sim ilar to the G er­ 
m an “ Julklapp.” 
Fun With Secrets 
The greatest delight to the Riv­ 
er is to rem ain unknown as long 
as possible. Even lf the present is 
sent from one m em ber of the fam ­ 
ily to another living in the sam e 
house, the door bell is always rung 
by the servant before she brings 
the parcel in, to m ake believe that 
it has com e from an outsider. 
In larger fam ilies an adult often 
dons the bishop's robes and poses 
as the good saint who goes about 
the house inquiring into the short­ 
com ings of the children. ’Hie chil­ 
dren are usually very im pressed 
by St. Nicholas’s wide knowledge 
of their m isbehavior during, the 
year. 
He sometimes makes them 
repeat a verse or asks them about 
their school lessons m aking the a r­ 
rival of the saint th at m uch m ore 
foreboding to the children. 
When St. Nicholas has said his 
adieus and the children are tucked 
in bed to dream of the fun they’ve 
had, the adults begin their cele­ 
bration. They first sit around the 
table sipping tea and eating the 
favorite “speculaas,” hard cook­ 
ies, until their own surprises begin 


to arrive. At about ten o’clock the 
room Is cleared of all torn w rap­ 
pings and boxes and shavings and 
the table is spread with a white 
t a b l e c l o t h , and “lettcrbanket,” 
chocolate or cakes made In the 
form of initials, Is served with the 
hot punch or milk chocolate to the 
guests. 
L ater 
a 
dish of bolled, 
steam ing hot chestnut* are placed 
on the table for all to enjoy with 
m elted butter, pepper and salt. 
C hristm as Day is generally devoted 
to church and to social visiting. 
Windows Decorated 
Windows 
of shopkeepers 
prior 
to the St. Nicholas celebration ac­ 
quire, 
what we 
call, 
C hristm as 
spirit, with life-like figures of the 
saint to rem ind shoppers of the 
approaching holiday. At other tim es 
he rides around the city on a w’hite 
horse, followed by a c a rt laden 
with parcels which have been or­ 
dered and are delivered to different 
houses. St. Nicholas is always fol­ 
lowed by a crowd of singing, laugh­ 
ing children clapping their hands. 
Among Hollanders, legend has 
it th a t St. Nicholas com es by boat 
from Spain accom panied by his 
servant, 
a 
little 
Moor 
nam ed 
“ Black P ete.” Wooden shoes filled 
with hay and a dish of w ater are 
placed before the fireplace by the 
children. This is a 
sign to St. 
Nicholas that the children are safe 
in bed. 
Behind this popular legend lies 
the 
elem ent 
of 
m ystery 
which 
people of m ost of the northern 
E uropean countries, even A ustria, 
until only recently, have attached 
to Spain, her people and custom. 
To the people of these countries 
passage into Spain w as closed for 
so long because of prim itive m eth­ 
ods of transportation and m inor 
political outbursts. Since there was 
so little knowledge about the coun­ 
try, N ortherners contented them ­ 
selves with attaching to it a note 
of the strange and the unknown. 
The dark striking brunettes of the 
country contributed id no sm all 
way to the popular belief. And so, 
too. Saint Nicholas becam e a vic­ 
tim of the Spanish m ystery since 
he is a spiritual being and he be­ 
longed to the unknown.

C hristm as. This is a sim plifica­ 
tion of the ancient Epiphany plays 
still done in A ustria, B avaria and 
the Slavic countries. 
Legends Of The Bells 


Around the world, bells tell the 
hour of the birth of Christ on 
C hristm as Eve. In Holland, too. 
bells peal the tidings, and two pop­ 
ular legends of the bells are told. 
The idea w as p re v e n t several 
years ago th at if the bells were 
not properly baptized h arm would 
befall them . In the Dutch village 
of Lochen, two bells not christened 
according to custom w ere stolen 
by the devil and cast into a pond. 
They can be heard only at C hrist­ 
m as tim e. 
Another town in Holland, Been, 
considered a very wricked community, 
was 
celebrating 
one 
Christm as 
Eve with m uch debauchery. As 
C hrist w andered through the town 
seeking shelter and food He found 
no 
kindness. 
In 
retaliation 
He 
caused great w aves to cover the 
entire town. On each Christm as 
Eve the 
sound of church bells 
could be heard com ing from the 
w aters th a t w ashed over the spot 
w here the village once stood.

ATLANTA VT — The Board of 
Regents meet today to act on Gov. 
Marvin Griffin’s request that ath­ 
letic teams of the university sys­ 
tem of Georgia oe prohibited from 
playing 
opponents 
who

not 
maintain segregation. 
Robert O. Arnold, chairm an, in­ 
dicated last night the 15-member 
board might turn down the gov­ 
ernor’s suggestion 
The proposal already has caued 
a storm of controversy and riot­ 
ing by Georgia Tech students. They 
feared their team m ight not be 
permitted to play Pittsburgh in 
the Sugar Bowl at New' Orleans 
Jan, 2. P itt has a Negro on the 
squad. 
Approval 
of 
Griffin’s 
request 
might also dam age the status of 
Tech and the University of Georgia 
as national football powers. And 
it could upset Tech's 1955-56 bas­ 
ketball schedule 
Arnold, who has declared him ­ 
self against the atiiletic policy sug­ 
gested by Griffin, said: 
" I ’ve talked to a good many 
bourd 
m embers 
and 
I ’m 
very 
hopeful the whole issue will be 
resolved 
and 
the 
situation 
will 
quiet down to normal.” 
Student Apologizes 
Griffin himself said th a t "the 
m atter is now squarely up to the 
Board of Regents and rests solely 
in their hands. I have nothing to 
add to my communication to the 
chairm an. I stand on that.” 
At Baton Rouge, La., the South­ 
ern Gentlem en’s 
organization, 
a 
s e c r e t prosegregation society, 
urged Gov. Robert Kennon 
and 
Sugar Bowl officials to prevent 
race mixing in the sports classic. 
George Harris, 21-year-old presi­ 
dent of the Georgia Tech student 
body, apologized to Pittsburgh for 
what he term ed G riffins "unw ar­ 
ranted action” and sa.d, "We are 
looking forward to seeing your en­ 
tire team and student body at the 
Sugar Bowl.” 
At Pittsburgh, Bobby Grier, Ne­ 
gro reserve fullback, said, " I ’m 
just sorry the wnole thing came 
up ” 
" I never ran into tins kind of 
thing before, either at home or on 
the t e a m ” said the senior, a 22 - 
vear-old 
bus.ness 
administration 
student. "I'm awfully sorry it has 
happened.”
